Last  Autumn  an  arrangement  was  entered  into  between  the  Publishing  Houses  of  Biglow  &  Main  and  John 
Church  &  Co.,  by  which  it  was  proposed  to  issue  a  new  collection  of  Sunday  School  Songs,  under  the  joint  Editorship 
of  Key.

"When  subsequently  it  was  discovered  that 
a  number  of  his  unpublished  hymns  and  tunes  were  in  the  hands  of  his  friends,  it  was  proposed  that  the  original 
arrangement  should  be  carried  out  in  all  possible  respects,  and  that  -Mr.  Bliss'  part  of  the  book  be  edited  in  the  interest 
of  his  orphan  children.  The  surviving  editors  cheerfully  consented,  and  agreed  that  the  little  boys  should  receive  the 
largest  proportion  of  the  copyright  accruing  from  the  sale  of  the  book. 

AU  the  manuscripts  and  unpubhshed  songs  of  Mr.  Bliss  were  placed  at  their  disposal.  The  best  and  most 
available  of  these  have  been  incorporated  in  '*  Welcome  Tidings."    In  addition  to  this  new  material,  selections  ap- 


propriate  for  Sunday  School  use  have  been  freely  made  from  former  publications  of  Mr.  Bliss.  Care  has  been  taken 
to  use  notliing  that  has  already  become  «o  familiar  that  to  insert  it  in  this  book  would  seem  to  be  a  needless  repeti- 
tion.   No  book  contains  a  greater  variety  of  Songs  of  the  lamented  singer.
